Tue truth and sound reasoning of 
our animadversions on the subject of 
the Annual Meeting of the Subseri- 
bers to the Hongkong Race Fund, 
which appeared in our issue of Oc- 
tober Ist, were fully borne out by the 
results of the said meeting, which 
was held in the Hongkong Club on 
the afternoon of the6th instant. A 
more triumphant vindication of the 
principles we have steadfastly and 
consistently maintained. and upheld 
in connection with the management 
of our annnual race-meeting we could 
not possibly have desired. We pub- 
lished without comment a detailed 
account of what transpired at the so- 
called public meeting in the Tele- 
graph of the 7th imstyand now pro- 
pose to devote some slight amount 
of attention to briefly reviewing and 
analysing the proceedings. 
The subscribers present-at the 
_ meeting totalled 27, a number far in 
excess of that in any previous year, 
Gf we are not greatly mistaken; a 
result attributable doubtless to the 
publicity we gave the subject in our 
columns. It must be noted, however, 
that the general body of subscribers 
was ‘not represented at all, as the 
whole of the twenty-seven gentlemen 
who took part in the proceedings 
were members of the Hongkong 
Club, The outside subscribers to the 
Race Fund must certainly, judging 
fromthe amountannually subscribed, 
and placing the estimate at a very 
low figure, exceed three hundred. 
But even presuming that the number 
did not reach one third of this esti- 
mate, we would still have good 
-grounds for contending that twenty- 
seven subscribers all members of a 
supposed exclusive institution could 
not adequately represent the wishes 
and rights of the great majority. 
Again, it will hardly be contended 
that the real sporting element was 
fairly represented. Tine gentlemen 
who are known in our racing world 
as Messrs. Paul, Henry, McOniodds, | 
and Grammont are undoubtedly pil- 
lars of the local turf; the names of 
Messrs. Hockey, Heinrich, Ashley, 
Kahn, Theo, and Morgan have al- 
ready figured on the race programmes, 
but the other gentlemen present have 
not_in: any sense been prominent: 
supporters of the national pastime.

Can any one acquainted with our 
past racing history explain this 
most paradoxical state of affairs? . 
With the subseribers clected to 


‘act as Stewards for the forthcoming 


races no fault can possibly be found. 
They are all gentlemen of position, 
worthy in every way of the honour 
conferred on them. As, however, 
with two or three exceptions, these 
gentlemen know little or nothing 
of actual.racing business, and more- 
over take comparatively little, if any, 
active interest in the preliminary 
stages, we must express our, regret 
that our suggestion made last year, 
that a working committee be ap- 
pointed to carry out in conjunction 
with the Clerk of the Course all the 
necessary arrangements in connec- 
tion with training operations, super- 
intendence -of the coursé, arranging. 
the ‘programme of events, receiving 
entries, and other multifarious .and 
onerous duties, was not adopted. We 
shall doubtless have the usual stereo- 
typed complaints during training 
as to the wretched state of the course, 
the miserably inefficient matshed sta- 
bling, the fearful decoctions provided 
by “Taylor” in the shape of tea 
and coffee, and the unsatisfactory ac- 
conlmodation generally, without hav- 
ing any recognised official to remedy: 
these and other suppose. grievances. 
Complaints are both loud and deep 
throughout the: entire ‘training sea- 
gon; suggestions for much-needed 
improvements-are tendered privately 
with astounding liberality, yet when 
a. favourable opportunity presents 
itself of advocating the cause of re- 
form, every voice is mute. This is 
owing to our rigid adherence to, and 
huge xespect for that most emascu- 
late and bigotted tradition “olo 
custom.” 
‘A proposal, brought forward by 
Mr. H, de Courecy Forbes, necessi- 
tating the alteration of one of the 
most important rules in our code, 
was unanimously adopted, almost 
without comment. 
as follows :-— Height for ponies 13 
hands 3 inches and under; Gallo- 
ways, 14 hands and under” . By 
virtue of Mr. Forbes’s resolution, 
which does not take effect until after 
the Race Meeting of 1882, the 
“heivht for ponies will be 14 hands 
and under.’ Although the adoption 
of this rule will place us on the 
same footing as the Shanghai Race 
Club, we consider that the acquies- 
ence of the meeting of subscribers 
to the proposal a most unfortunate 
and injudicious step for ihe best in- 
terests of Hongkong racing, arid we 
regret that due notice of Mr. Forbes’s 
proposed alteration of. rule was not 
publicly announced in order to give 
subscribers an opportunity of oppos- 
ing what is a-most startling innova- 
‘tion. ‘Mr. de Courcy Forbes is such 
a thorough gentleman’ and sports- 


racing Officia,| that we regret exceed- 
ingly our inability to agree with an 
alteration, which, we know right 
well, was introduced with the best 
motives,.namoly, the improvemont 
of sport.

extra weight for the increased stan- 
dard in height, would appear to in- 
dicate that the meeting viewed the 
matter with supreme indifference. 
By rule 11, the weight for ponies is 
apportioned as follows:—12 hands 
10st., with an increase of 3lbs, for 
every inch above up to 13 hands 2 
inches; and 11st. 111bs. for 13 hands 
8 inches; which means for the one 
inch over 13.2 an- increase. of 71bs. 
instead of, the usual 3lbs, How 
much weight -is it intended that 
galloways measuring the regulation 
14 hands shall carry? The omission 
of this important stipulation in Mr. 
Forbes’s proposal would seem to 
constitute an irregularity which,’ 


strictly speaking, ought to invalidate 


the whole -of the proceedings. ‘The 
Shanghai Race Club’s stale of weights 
is Ost. 101b. for 12 hands, ‘and: an 
increase of 3lb. for every inch_above, 
which we consider a much less sen- 
sible arrangement than ours, for 
reasons which every practical horse- 
man and racing’ man must readily 
understands In India the usual al- 
lowance for height is 41b. the 4 inch, 
which ig more thn double the allow- 


ange in China, yet we have the un- 


doubted authority of that experienced 
judge ‘Captain Horace Hayes (vide 
Guide to Horse Training and Man- 
agement, page '205}-for stating that 
in ninety-nine cases out of a hundred 
even this allowance will not bring a 
13 hands and a 13-2 pony together, 
nor the latter with one of 14 hands, 
provided the galloway has any pre- 
tensions to racing form.

WRECK OF THE “BOLTON ABBEY.” 
. FOUR LIVES LOST. ~ 
1LM.S. Kesirel, which left hore on 
the Tth instant for a ertise in sodrch ‘of 
the dismasted’ ship Bollun Abbey, re- 
ported by tho Américan ship Twilight, 


‘which arrived here on Septombor 27th, 


retarned to harbour oarly this woraing 
with Captain Williams and nineteen _ 
men, comprising the crew of the ill-’ 
fated vessel, which was wrecked on.the 
Pratas Shoal an the 80th ultimo, Tho 
folluwing report has beon kindly, fur | 
nished ua by Mr. Lillin, chief officer of 
the Belion Abbey. The vessel, bound 
from Neweistle for Manila, was dis- 
masted on August 23rd in a sovero 
typhoon which occurred in Int. 17.35 
N. long. 127.56 EB, Rigged jury masts 
aud proceeded on our voyare, and after 
making about 1,100. miles, averaging 
four kuots an hour, on September 22ud 
sighted the American ship Twilight, | 
bound for Hongkong, in lat. 20.21 
North, lougiindo 120.52 East. I went 
on board tho Lwilight, and was kindly 
plied by Captain Westland 
with a small boat, and a few other 
necessaries of which we stood in need. 
We required no agsistanee, as our ship 
was us tight asa bottle, and in good 
trim, and as wo had already safely tra- 
velled eleven bundred miles had no 
doubt of our being able to rench Hong 
kong. The weather was fine for same 
days after we parted company with the 
Lutlight, but it afterwards became very 
stormy, and our vessol was knocked __ 
about a good deal. On September * 
29th it blew a heavy gale, and the 
weather was so thick that we were un. 
ablu to take sights, but we made out 
by dead reckoning ‘that we were in a 
perfectly safe position, At 5am. on— 
the. morning of the 30th the wind was 
still blowing a fresh gale, the weather 
exceedingly thick, and the ship labour- 
ing very much, with a heavy sea con- 
tinually {breaking over us. The ship’ 
had-a fremeondons list, and about a 
hundred feet of the bulwarks to wind- 
ward had gone. Hight minutes after 
sighting the shoal we struck, the vessel . 
becoming almost a total wreck. Ac- 
cording to our dead reckoning we made 
ourselves, making allowance for cur- 


‘rents, to be about 40 miles away from . 


the Pratas. Immediately after striking 
weattompted unsuccessfully to ran lines | 
ashore, and then sert a raft, having no 
boats, with a line and three men. A 
heavy sea ‘swept the carpenter over- 
board, but the other two men reached 
the rocks in safety. Three more men. 
afterwards attempted to get ashore, but 
two of them were washed away and 
drowned, The whole ofus eventually 
left the ship, myself, an A.B. and a boy, 
being the last to leave, and we had to 
swim ashore. ‘The surfrose toa fearful 


‘height, so that we were almost con- 
‘stantly under water. The A.B., al- 


though a splendid swimmer succumbed 
tv the heavy sea, and his body floated 
past mo as [ made desperate effort to 
work my way ashore. The boy and 
I eventually succeeded in reaching 
the reef, and rejoining our com- 
rades. Five junks which were: aé 
anchor off the shoal pitkel us all 
up, took us on board, and tréated ua 
with the utmost kindness. We went 
down to.Green Island, where the Chi- 
nese commenced to chin-chin joss, 
wheu the gunboat hove in sight, and 
eventually took us all on board and 
brought us on to Hongkong. The 
whole of the crew have lost every- 
thing. they possessed, in fact with the 


“exception of the ship’s papers which the 


Captain had secured in a life belt round 
his waist, not a thing was saved from 
the ship. Great praise is due to the « 


_ owners of the Chinesé junks for their
